NOTIFICATION 

S.O. 867(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by Sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Dcstcuc- 
live Insects and Pests Act, 1914 (2 of 1914), and 
in supersession of Plants, Fruits and Seeds (Regu¬ 
lation of import into India) Order 1984, except as 
a'spects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following order for the purpose of prohi¬ 
biting and regulating the import into India of agri¬ 
cultural articles mentioned herein, namely :— 

CHAPTER T 
Preliminary 

1. Short title and commencement.—^This order 
may be called the Plants, Fruits and Seeds (Regu¬ 
lation of Import into India) Order, 1989, 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—^In this order, tinlc.ss the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Competent Authority’’ means an autho¬ 
rity notified by .the Central Government 
from time to time by notification in the 
Official Gazette *, 

(b) “Designated Inspection Authority’’ mpns 
the authority notified by the Central Go¬ 
vernment from time to time (lirough a noti¬ 
fication to he published in the Official 
Gazette for the inspection of the plants 
grown in posr entry quarantine facili'ies ; 

(c) “Entry Point’’ means sea port, airport or 
land customs station through which im¬ 
port is permitted under this order; 

(d) “Form” means form attached to this order; 

(e) “nursery" means any orchard, or any 
other place, facility, glass-hOusc, screen 
house, utilised for raising plants; 

(f) “Official Phytosanitary Certificate" means 
a phytosanitary certificate in tlie format 
(reproduced as Schedule 1) prescribed 
by the, International Plant Protection Con¬ 
vention sponsored by the Food and Agri¬ 
cultural Organisation of the United Nations 
Organisation and issued by the .luthorised 
officer of the country of origin of consign¬ 
ments; 

(g) “packing material" means the packing ma¬ 
terial consisting of saw dust, wood shavings, 
waste paper and synthetic material used 
for packing of plants fruits or seeds: 


(h) “pest" means any form of plant or animal 
life or any pathogenic agent, injurious of 
potentially injurious to plants or plant pro¬ 
ducts and includes any insect, mite, nema¬ 
tode, snail, bacterium, fungps, virus, vi- 
roid, mycoplasma like organi.sm (MLO), 
phanerogam or weed; 

n) “plant” means any plant or part thereof, 
whetlier living nr dead, trees, sliurbs, nur¬ 
sery stock, and includes all vegelatively 
propagated materials; 

(j) “Plant Pro'.ection Adviser" means the plant 
Protection Adviser to the Government of 
India, Directorate of Plant Protection, 
Quarantine and Storage, N.H. IV, Farida- 
bad ; 

fk) “Post-entry Ouai’antine" means growing of 
plants in isolniioii for any specified period 
in a glass-house, and facility, area of nur¬ 
sery, approved by the Plant Protection 
Adviser; 

(l) “seeds" means seeds of agricultural, horti¬ 
cultural, fruit and fodder crops, forest 
trees and includes seedlings and tubers, 
bulbs, rhizomes, roots, cuttings, all types of 
grafts and other vegetatively propagated 
material utilized for sowing, planting or 
consumption; 

(m) “Schedule” means .schedule annexed to this 
order; 

(n) “soil" includes earth, peat, compost, clay, 
sand or any medium capable of supporting 
life of plants and iuchidcs ballast or any 
soil for mincrological or microbiological in- 
vcst'galioas or soil utilised for any other 
purpose. 

CHAPTER II 

3. General conditions for import.—All conrign- 
inenls'of plants, fruits and seed-: (hereinafter referred 
to as ‘consignments’) shall be imported into India 
subject to the following conditions, namely ;— 

(1) No consignment shall be imported into India 
without a valid pevmil is'^ued under clause 

(3); 

(2) (i) ,M1 anplicafiotis (or a ]iciniit to im[)orf 
cr)iisignr!icnfs by land, air or sea shall be 
sent "1 triplicate) at least one month in 
advance to the Coinjretcut Authority, and 
the application for the import of seeds, fruits 
and Plants for consumption shall be made 
in form ‘A’ and that for the import of 
seeds and plants for sowing or planting shall 
be made in form ‘B’; 

(ii) A fee of Rs. 5t) shall be jrayablc alojig- 
with Mic application for tlie import of seeds, 
fruits snd plants for consumption and 
Rs. ICO]- for application for the import of 
seeds and plants for sowing or pla inc and the 
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fee shall be payable in the form of Elemand 
Draft payable to the Competent Authority 
having jurisdiction. 

(3) (i) The Competent Authority shall issue per¬ 
mit in Form “C” for import of seeds and 
fruits for consurr-ption and m Form “D” for 
import of .seeds and plants for sowing or 
planting, it he is satisfied that the applicant 
ntcets all the necessary conditions; 

(ii) The issue of, permit may be refused or 
withheld by tha Competent Authority after 
giving reasonable notice to the applicant and 
for reasons to be recorded in writing; 

(jii) The import permit issued under this 
clause shall bi.; valid for a period of si’s: 
months provided that the Competent Autho¬ 
rity rnay, on request, extend the period of 
vaudity for a further period of six months, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing; 

(4) The Competent Authority shall forward to 
the importer an orange and green colour 
tag specified in form "E”, in the case of 
permits issued for import of seeds and plants 
for sowing or planting so as to facilitate 
the identScatiori of conrignnients at the 
time of their arrival at the land customs 
station or port of entry. 

(5) (i) All the consignments for consumption, 
sowing and propagation or planting shall he 
imported into India only through entry 
points notified by tlie Central Government 
from time to time in this behalf, t-rovided 
that all consignments of dry fruits, fresh 
fruits and vegetables for consumption, im¬ 
ported from Afghanistan, Pakistan and 
West Asian countries by land shall be im¬ 
ported only through Attari-Wagha Border. 

(ii) All consignments of plants and seeds for 
sowing and propagation or planting shall be 
imported into India through land custonis 
station, seaport, airport at Amritsar. Bom¬ 
bay, Calcutta, Delhi and Madras and such 
other entry points as may be specifically 
notified by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

(6) (i) The consignment, on arrival, at an entry 
point, shall be inspected by the Plant Pro¬ 
tection Adviser or any other officer duly 
authorised by him in this behalf, in accor¬ 
dance with Ihe guidelines issued by the 
Plant protection Adviser fiom lime to 
lime. 

(ii) The Plant Protection Adviser or the olli- 
cer authorised bv him may, after inspection, 
fumigation, disinfection or disinfestation, as 
may be considered necessary by him. accord 
Quarantine clearance for the entry of .a con¬ 
signment into India or reanirc. in niiblic 
interest, destruction of the consienment or 
return of the same to the country of origin; 

filil Where fumigation or disinfestation or 
disinfection is considered necessary in res¬ 
pect of a consignment of plants, seeds and 


fruits of more than 1000 ■ -cubic metre in 
volume, the importer shall on bis ,own or 
at his cost through' an ajgcncy a'pproved by 
the plant Protection Adviser arrange for the 
fumigation, disinfection, or disinfection of 
the consignment, under the supervision of 
an olficer duly authorised by the Plant 
Protection Adviser in that behalf; 

(7) It shall be the responsibility of the importer,— 

(a) to bring the consignments to 'the concerned 
Plant Quarantine .and Fumigation Station, 
or to places of inspection, fumigation or 
treatment as directed by the Plant Protect 
tion Adviser or tlie officer duly authorised 
by him; 

(b) to open, repack and load into or unload 
from the fumigation chamber and seal the 
consignments; and 

(c) to remove them after inspection end trtat- 
ment, according to the directions- issued 
by the Plant Protection Adviser oi' an offi¬ 
cer duly authorised by him. 

(8) The consignments intended for other coun¬ 
tries shall be allowed transit through or 
transhipment at air or sea ports or land 
customs stations, provided they arc packed 
in such a manner as will not permit spillage 
of any soil or material or escape of any 
pest, and subject also to the condition that 
they arc not opened in any place in India. 

(9) No consignment shall he imported unless 
accompanied by an Official phytOsanitary 
Certificate issued by the authorised officer 
of the country of origin of the consignment ; 

Provided that cut flowers, garlands, bouquets, 
fruits and vegetables weighing less than 
two kilograms imported for personal' 
consumption may be allowed to be imported 
without a Phytosanitary Certificate or an 
import permit. 

(10) Consignments for import should be packed 
in the packaging material envisaged as in 
clause 2(g) of this order. No consignment 
wherein hay or straw or any material of 
plant origin is used for packaging or as a 
part of packaging maferial shall be allowed 
to be imported, 

(11) Import of soli, earth, compost, sand, plant 
debris alongwith plants, fruits or seeds shall 
not be pcimitted except under the following 
conditions •— 

(i) The consignments of soil, earth, clay and 
similar material for any microbiological, 
soil-mechanics or mrnerologicnl investi¬ 
gations and peat for borliouttural nm-po- 
scs may be pennifted throush specified air 
or sea ports or land custom, station, on 
applications made for that purpose; 
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(ii) The application for the purpose referred 
to in (i) above shall be made to the Plant 
Protection Adviser, at least one month in 
advance, in form “F”; 

fili) The Plant Protection Adviser may, after 
scrutiny of the application, and if satis¬ 
fied of the purpose for which such con¬ 
signment is being imported, issue special 
permit in Form “G”. 

(iv) The consignments shall be inspected, 
fumigated disinfected or disinfested, on 
arrival, bv the Plant Protection Adviser 
or any other officer duly authorised by 
him in this behalf. 

(12) The importer of the consignments or his 
agent shall pay to the Plant Protection Ad¬ 
viser Or any other officer duly authorised 
by him in this behalf, the fees prescribed 
in Schedule TII to meet the cost of insncc- 
rion, fumigation disinfestation, disinfection 
before the release of the consignments. 

CHAPTER m 

4. Special conditions—(1) In addition to the gene¬ 
ral conditions soecified in Chanter IT. the articles 
hereinafter mentioned shall be imported subicct to 
special conditions prescribed for them in Schedule II, 
namely :— 

(1) All species of Allium; 

(ii) Cacao and all species of Sterculiaccae and 
Bombacacae; 

(iii) All species ftf Citrus; 

(tv) Coconut, seeds and all species of Cocos; 

(v) Coffee plants and seeds, and all species of 
Coffee; 

(vi) Cotton seeds, and all species of Gossypium; 

(vii) Seeds of forest trees; ' 

(viii) Groundnut .seeds, and all species of Araches. 

(ix) Bucrenc and all species of Medicago; 

(x) Potato and all species of Solanura; 

(xi) Rubber and all species of Hevea; 

(xii) Sugarcane and all species of Saccharum; 
(xlii) Tobacco and all species of Nfcotiana; 

(xiv) Berseem and all .snecies of Trifolium: 

(xv) Sunflower and all species of Helianthus; 

(xvi) Wheat and all species of Tritlcum; 

(xvii) Paddy and all species of Oryzae; 

(xviii) Cuttings, saplings and bud-woods of flowers 
or ornamciit il plants; 

(xix) Seeds and the plant material of fruits. 

(2) Every consignment of the articles hereinbefore 
mentioned shall be accompanied with the official Pby- 


tosanitary Certificate issued by the authorised officer 
of the country of origin of consignment, containing 
additional declarations that they are free from pests 
specified against them in column 4 of Schedule II. 

CHAPTER IV 
Post-entry Quarantine 

5. Plants and seeds, which require Post-entry Qua¬ 
rantine as laid down in Schedule II of this order, 
shall be grown in Post-entry Quarantine facilities, 
approved and certified by the Designated Inspection 
Authority, to conform to the conditions laid down by 
the Plant Protection Adviser. The period for which, 
and the conditions under which, the plants and seeds 
shall be grown in such facilities shall be specified in 
the permit granted under clause 3. 

6. The Post-entry Quarantine facilities shall be es¬ 
tablished and provided by the importer or his agent 
at his own cost and these shall be ready for use at 
the time of arrival of the consignment in India. The 
importer shall obtain a certificate from the Designated 
Inspection Authority who, after inspection of the 
Post-entry Quarantine facilities, shall certify that such 
Post-entry Quarantine facilities have been duly es¬ 
tablished and Provided in accordance with the guide¬ 
lines of the Plant Protection Adviser. The imtxirter 
shall produce this certificate before the Officer-in- 
Charge of the Quarantine Station at the entry point, 
at the time of arrival of the consignment. 

7. (i) The Officer-in-Charce of the Quarantine 
Station, if after inspection of the consignment is 
satisfied, shall accord auarantine clearance with Post- 
entry Quarantine condition on the production, by an 
importer, of a certificate from the Dc'^^ignated Ins¬ 
pection Authority as envisaged in clause 7. with the 
stipulation that the plants shall be grown in sneb 
Post-entry Quarantine facility for the period specified 
in the import permit. 

(ii) After according tpiarantine, clearance w'tb 
Post-entry Quarantine conditions to the consignments 
of plants and seeds reouirine Post-entrv O'lnrandne. 
the Officer-in-Charge of the Quarantine Siution at the 
entry point shall Inform the Designated Tnsnection 
Authority, having iurisdiction over the Post-entry 
Onarantine, facility, of their arrival at thp, location 
where such plants would he grown by the importer- 

fl. The importer shall inform in advance the Det^iii- 
nated Tn.spectfon Authority having inrisdiction, about 
the time, of planting of such material. 

9. The importer shall permit to the Desiimated 
Inspection Anthoritv complete across to thp Post- 
entrv OnaraPtine facility for the inspection nt plants 
and shall, at all times. aWde bv bis instmcttonc con¬ 
cerning the plants in the Post-entrv Quarantine. 

10. The Designated Inspection Authority riiali ins¬ 
pect the plants grown in the Post-entry .Onarantine 
facility of the importer for the detection of tt'e inci¬ 
dence of nests and diseases and observance of general 
terms and conditions governing the approval of the 
Post-entry Quarantine. Such inspections shall be at 
the time of planting and at such intervals as may be 
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considered necessary by the Designated Lispection 
Authority in accordance with the guidelines issued 
by the Plant Protection Adviser. 

11. (i) The Designated Inspection Authority shall 
ptcnnit the release of plants from Post-entry Quaran¬ 
tine, if they are found to be free from pests and dis¬ 
eases for the period specified in the permit for im¬ 
portation. 

(ii) Where the plants in the Post-entry Quaran¬ 
tine are found to be affected by pests and diseases 
during the specified period ;— 

(a) the Designated Inspection Authority shall 
order the destruction or return to the 
country of origin of the affected consign¬ 
ment of whole or a part of the plajit popu¬ 
lation in the Post-entry Quarantine if the 
pest or disease is exotic, and 

(b) the Designated Inspection Authority shall 
advise the importer about the curative mea¬ 
sures to be taken to the extent necessary, if 
the pest or disease is not exotic and permit 
the release of the affected population from 
the Post-entry Quarantine only after cura¬ 
tive measures have been observed to be 
successful. Otherwise, the plfents shall be 
ordered to be destroyed, 

(iii) Where destruction of any plant population is 
Ordered by the De.signated Inspection Authority, the 
importer shall destroy the .same in the prescribed 
manner under the supervision of Designated Inspec¬ 
tion Authority. 

12. The importer shall be liable to pay the pres¬ 
cribed fee for inspection of plants In the Post-entry 
Quarantine facility as laid down in Schedule 111- 


CHAPTER V 
Appeal and Rcvisioii 

13. (i) If an importer is aggrieved by the decision 
of a Designated Inspection Authority regarding the 
destruction of any plant population, he may appeal 
to the Plant Protection Adviser within 7 days from 
the date of communicaden of tlie decision giving the 
grounds of appeal. 

(iij It shall be Jawful for the Plant Protection Ad¬ 
viser to rdy on the observation of the Designated 
Inspection Authority and such other expert opinion, 
as he may deem necessary, for decid'i.g the appeal. 

14. The memorandum of appeal shall set out the 
grounds on which the decision is challenged and shall 
be accompanied by a Treasury Chajlan evidencing 
the payment of a fee of R.s, 10;-. 

15. The Plant Protection Adviser may, at any time, 
call for the records relating to any case pending be¬ 
fore the Designated In.spccting Authority for the pur¬ 
pose of satisfying itself as to the legality or propriety 
of any decision passed by that authority and may 
pass such order in relation thereto, as it thinks fit ; 

Provided that no such order shall be passed 
after the expiry of three, nionths from the 
date of the decision : 

Provided further that the Plant Protection Adviser 
shall not pass any order piejudieial to any 
person, without giving him a leasonable 
oppochiuiiy of heating. 

CHAPTER VI 

16. Powers of Relaxation.—The Centra] Govern¬ 
ment may. in public interest, relax any of the condi¬ 
tions of this order relating to the permit and the 
phytosanitary Certificaie in relation to the import of 
any consignment.
